#24 Buttonwood stroet: I am a millwrght: have
lved at No, 924 Buttonwood street for a num-
ber of years: Ileft home on Wednesday lnst ut
about ¢ o'clock In the morning, leaving my
wile's gister there, and my wile alio, at the
breakiast table; 1 know the prisoner: fits name
is Gottlieb Williams; 1 have seen him al my
house, and I have heard of his being there;
Sunday two weeks ngo, when 1 got home, my
wile saud GotUieb had been there; on Tuesday
last al=o; she asked him If he had had his
breakfast, and he sald no, and she snid she had
given him breaktast; she satd she did not give
him encouragement to come, a8 she would not
have bim_there: my wife did not express any
fear of him; one Sunday morning, aboul &
year ago, he was present when 1 was shaving:
don't think he saw where 1 kept my razor;
(razor shown:) that was kept i adruwer in
the kitchen: it was pever in u cuse; my rator
wis kept in the same stand, and that i= the
case in which It wae kept, I beheve: 1 have not
miseed anﬁnlng but the yazor and riog: I can-
not aesoribe the ring; my wite had hod it from
a child ap; she made a remark that it should
not come off the Unger,

Barnh Wood sworn—Lives No, 526 Bulton-
wood street; 1 knew Mre. Miller; I found her
dewd on \\'mfneudm' afternoon at 8§ o'clock; |
went in by the alley, on Buttouwoo! street; 1
put oy hand on her and toond ber cold; | had
not seen the blood then; | enlled her, but got no
answer: | theo went to Mr. King asnd told him
Mrs, Miller was on the tloor dead; went back to
the house; | saw the poker at the side of her:
can't eny I saw a razor: saw Gottlieh Williams
there; can't tell when it was; preity often he
came there ut noon; 1 always left as soon a8 he
came; never heard any conversation between
him and Mrs, Miller: the back door was wide
open when I was there on Wednesdny; 1t was
opén wide enough to let the people in the court
have a (ull view of the body.

Adeline Neff sworn—1 reside No. 926 Button-
wood streef, This witness testified to beine in-
formed of the ftinding of the body of Mrs. Mil-
ter by the lormer witness, and to the condition
in which she discovered the body on the tloor of
the house when she went o, The witness said
that the carpet was drawn up, as it there hnd
bern a geuflle; the stand drawer was open, and
the razor lay at che rignt hand, as ii Mres, Miller
had committed suicide, and such was nt first the
impression of the witness: Mre, Neil knew Wil-
lining; had seen him in the nelghborhood often;
the lost ime on Friday week.

Officer Renuard testitied to visiting the house
of Mr, Miller when the news of the murder was
communicated to him at the Btation; saw Wil-
lisme oiten in that neighborhood; vever at Mr,
Miller's house.

Esther D, Owens sworn— Reslde No, 924 Butlon-
wuood street: Mra, Miller was my slster; 1 left her
on Wednesday morning last, at ¢ o'clock; |
know Gottlieb Williams; I've geen him olten at
our house; he was there on Sunday week:; Mr.
Miller was home then; it was about 11 o'clock;
we had known him for a long time; when our
meals were ready we alwayve asked him to sit up
to the table; my sister iold me he was there on
Inst Tuesday morning; she smd he was much
taken up with the parade; 1 think she suid she
gave him his breakfast; I never heard my sister
express fears of hini; he always camean ot the
back door; there are two back entrances; one
zoes out on Hamilton sireet, the other goes out
nto Buttonwood strect; Williams was at the
house on Bunday week; he wsked me if 1 was
going to my work next week, and I told bim 1
wane: he did not ask as to the time: he asked
what time Mr, Miller went out to the cemetery,
and what time he came home from it; the Odd
Fellows' Cemetery, I mean: my sister wad con-
pected with the Columbia Beneticinl Bociety;
she was the Treasurer of it

George W. Fisher sworn — Reside at Ninth
and Noble streets: am a restaurant keeper; 1
know defendant Willinms: have known him
about five years; Willinma wig In_my house on
Wednesday morning last about 7 o'clovk: my
houee ig 0 gquare from the house in which the
murder was committed; he hud not been there
#0 eatly in the morning that I can remember; 1
was busy reading the morning paper; he sat
behind me; 1 lett him sitting there; he dud not
drink there; wns temperate in his habits, and he
came there to sit about.

Bridget Mcsorley sworn—Reside at No, 926
Hamilion streect; have scen Wiullams passing
alone in that neighborhood; 1 remember see-
me him on Wednesday moroing last; it was
about 7 o'clock: 1 saw him torn the angle
townrds Williame' court; did not nolice wheve
he went to.

Alice Holton sworn—I know Williams by
gleht; he wasin the ueighborbood of Mrs. Miller's
st about ten minutes to 7 o'clock on Wednesday
1 saw him go into the alley leading to Willinms’
court; I never saw Willlums at Mrs, Miller's
house,

Archibald Cameron sworn— I live at the sonth-
east corner of Ninth and Noble streets; | kuow
defendant; saw him on Wednesday morning in
Buttonwood street, near Eleventh; I noticed
something on his clothes: could not sky if blood
or not; it was about 7§ o'clock; thought he had
nltppué down: he wnas going out Buttonwood
street, and he turned down Eleventh to Hamil-
ton street; did net notice :\nﬁthm-_: peculiar,

Joseph Meens testitied to
mer witness when he #aw Willlams ; noticed

something peculiar i his drese ; remarked that

he had fullen down,

W, Hudson testified to knowing Williams,
and to the tact of some persons he knew sesing
Williame washing himseli on the moraing ot the
murder, "

Louien Ritter, residing at Master and Fawn
streets, testitied thar Willisms came ioto the
house on Tuesday or Wednesday morning lust

John J. MeNair testided that he arrested Wil
linms, from & deseription he read in the paper;
had not read It more than ten minutes befors he
passed, and Mr, MeNair asked him it his name
was not Wilhams, and he said it was: also if to
morrow was not his birthday, and he said it was;
he was then taken to the Spring Garden Sueet
Station; some one, as they were going alone,
remarked gbout blood on hag clothes, and be snld
bie haa not killed any one,

Dr. Shaplelgh sworn-—] made nn inspection

of the body of Bliza M. Miller, at No, 924 But-
tonwood strest, on Wednesany evening, the
19th Inst,, and & post-mortem examination on
the following day: the body, cold and still,
was lying upon the baok, apparently as it fell;
the aims were flexed and drawn upwards, the
lower extremities extended and tied together
at the ankles (was told the tylng had been
done subsequent to the discovery of the nody):
the throat pad been cut; there was a larze n-nol
of blood beneath the head and abous the neck
on oither side; fage, neck, and upper part of
chest oovered with blood; there wis but very
little blood upon the hands; not more on the
richt than on the left; there were thre: wounds
of the scalp; contugions mnd scratches pbout
the neck showed that wn  atterapt had been
made 10 choke; there were 1o bruises sbout the
chest or abdomen ns it the Knee had beesn
pliaced thereon; there was o coptusion trom #
blow on the third joint of the index fuger ol tie
left hund; npon no other part of the body did |
obzerve wounds or bruises; there was a con-
tused lacerated woond, from n blunt instru-
ment, over the left eye, at the top of the fore-
head, erossing junction of the frontal and left
rbu'iu-ml bopes, one and three-quurter inehes
ong; this wound was neariy in the direction
of & line drawn from the nper edge of the
right eye brow Lo the top of the left ear; edges
ol wourd were depressed, and presented a
crusbed appearance; there was anoither wound
an inch long, nearly at a right anele with the
wound described, over the middle and
upper part of the leit porietal bone, of the
same chargeter; aopotheér wound 1§ Inen
long ot like charucter, parallel withh the latter
on the back ot the hepd, left gide, over the
upper part of the occipital bone; each ol these
wounds extended to the skall, and seemad to
have been cansed by the spme iostroment; the
tkull, which was thicker than ordiniry, was
not iractured; the print of a Tight hand coula
b distinetly wvraced o the bruises and seratches
about the lower parl of neek and upper part of
chest, made in rllu- attempt to strangalate: con-
sidernble tarce had been used in its operation;
the throat had beenm cul with o sharp instru-
ment; the sterno-<clido-masroidens muscle of
the right side was divided, and the wound ex-
tended through the thyroid curtilags to the cor-
responding musele on the left side; the jugular
vein, carohd artery of right side, the laryng
and wwsophagus were divided; death wad eaused
by hemorrhage from this wound of the throat.
Dr. Bhapleigh sald that Mrs, Miller was mur-
dered: the wound on the throat could have been
committed by herself;, but the contusion= on the
skull and the sears on the throat could only
have been intlicted by some one else. The cane
which Willinms carred was shown. The Doclor
suid it eould have inflicted the blows,
At the close of the testimony the room was
cleared for the deliberation of the jury, but an
adjonrnment was had betore they came to a
conclusion in regard to the gwile of Willinms.
They will meet in a few days.

John Lyon sworn—I am Deputy Inspector in
the Second District; I kuvow defendants; did not
kuow them betore 1 saw them in this case) saw
them at Mr, Sharkey’s house by appointment; 1
menn Deputy Morshal Sharkey: that wuae on
Saturdiay, about the st of September: Mr,
Sharkey introduced me to Mr., Sheck ne the
party who would give me intormation; we left
the house together, Mr. Saarkey, myself, and
the two defendants; we went 10 a beéer saloon
and had a glass of beer: on the road there 1
mentioned this subjiet, and Mr. Sheck stated
that a New York purty was to come here and
purchase 150 barrels of whisky, which they
were to have branded or brund themselves;
wanted to know who the parties were, and the
snswer was, we shall know the parties on Toes-
day; that is the substance of what was said then;
we gagreed to meet them on Tuesday evening
at Sbeck's house: we met in; a saloon pext
door, Mr. Bagin being there alsp; we went out
on the pavement, and 1 wanted to know how
the matter was progressing: Mr, Bheck said
the whizky would be shipped the next day,
when he would call and let either Mr, Sharke
or mysell know of it; the next day Mr. Hhvvlg
called on me and stated that the whisky had
been shipped tor New York: [ informedl the
Collector of it—John H. Diehl; be paid that
fifty barrels had beon shipped; 1 seized the
whisky the same day: Sheck stated that day
that there were to be a hundred barrels shipped
for Baltimore, and I seized them at the Balti-
more depot; | think the next mght [ met both
defendants at the saloon next to Sheck’s house;
we wenl to the back part of the house; Mr,
Sheek called for wine, and after drinking seve-
ral bottles of champagne, I said 1 wanted to
know who branded the barrels, as 1 wanted to
give the information to the Collector; My, Eagin
pulled out an envelope, from which he hiuaed
me two 81000 bills, which, he aiid, I give you
as o loan:” I had not asked him to make a loan,
nor said anything to him on the sabject; we
then took more wine, and I put the guestion to
them aguin a8 1o the branding of the barrels;
